hours of deliberation and no verdict. 
Such was the condition of affairs at 
11:40 o’clock Thursday night when the 
Thaw jury was ordered looked up for 
a second night at the criminal courts 
building. 
The fact that they had not 
been able to agree after devoting so 
much time to a study and discussion of 
the ease lins given rise to the belief 
that the trial will end in a disagree­ 
ment and the whole affair will have to 
be gone over again. 
Although the twelve mon have thus 
far failed to reach a common opinion 
and to all appearances are hopelessly 
at 
sea, Justice 
Fitzgerald has 
not 
given 
up hope of having 
a verdict 
rendered. 
As yet Deming TF Smith, 
foreman 
of the jury, has 
no! com­ 
plained to the court that the jurors 
are unable to reach a decision and un­ 
til he does so it is not likely that Jus­

will discharge them. 
The general impression prevails that 
if (lie twelve men are unable to agree 
at the expiration of forty-eight hours 
they will he released

no intimation has been received from 
the juryrooTii that the men are unable 
to agree has been construed by many

closely as an Indication that a verdict 
will eventually he reached.
